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Black Gay and Lesbian 
Organizations Have Eye 
On The Future

Like determined seeds in rocky soil. Black Lesbian and Gay 
organizations have sprung up nationwide. The Black Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Forum (BGLLF), in Los Angeles; The DC 
Coalition of Black Lesbians and Gay Men (DCCBLGM), in the 
Nation’s Capital; The Black Men’s Exchange (BMX), based in 
Oakland; Unity, in Philadelphia; Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent United (LAGADU), in San Diego; Gay Men of African 
Descent (GMAD), in New York; and The Black Lesbian Support 
Group (BLSG), in Washington, DC are just some of the 
organizations pushing through the heterosexism and homophobia 
of the Black Community and beyond the racism of the 
White gay community. 

Carlene Cheatam, co-chair of DCCBLGM, attributes much of 
the upsurge in organizational membership to the AIDS crisis, but 
also says, "Part of it is the reality that as Black gays and lesbians, 
we are not as close to our families as we would like and so the 
gay and lesbian community becomes our extended family." 
"There is also a growing comfort level with being active, open, 
and out she says. Greg May, Secretary of BGLLF and the 
Forum’s 1993 Conference Program Chair, also sees the increased 
comfort level of Black lesbians and gays as a strength common 
to many groups today. "As a community, we continue to move 
out of the stage of denial," he says. "There is a stronger sense of 
communal self. We wish to be a viable part of the general 
African American community." May also sees Black Lesbians 
and Gays as being more selective in what they join and how they 
use their time. 

Cindy Smith, President of BLSG sees the groups as providing 
supports which are not available elsewhere. "There’s a lot of 
internalized homophobia in our community," she says. "People 
want to come out but are afraid. Our group offers a transition 
and gives people a chance to get a sense of community outside 
of the bar scene." Cleo Manago, founder of BMX says, "There’s 
a lot of un-met needs and un-addressed issues among men who 
love men. According to Manago, too many Black men were 
going outside of the community to address those needs, only to 
be met with "racism, heartbreak, and isolation." "We make sure 
our program is designed to attract the cross section of Black men 
who love men," he said. There is a place in the organization for 
those who want to be political, for those who want to be social, 
and for those looking for relationships. 

While meeting the needs of their local community, many of the 
groups have found a nationwide hunger among Black Lesbians 
and Gays. BMX now has chapters in Philadelphia, Denver, Los 
Angeles, Detroit, Sacramento, and the Oakland/San Francisco Bay 
area. The group has even received inquiries from as far away as 
Poland. When BLSG was profiled on the Essentials page of the 
April ’92 issue of Essence Magazine they received letters and 
calls from all over the country. Smith says, "Because of the 


article, we received calls and letters from organizations as nearby 
as Virginia Beach and from as far away as Seattle, Washington 
and Canada. We keep in touch." 

BGLLF began receiving national attention as a result of its 
annual conference. The six year old conference is held away 
from the Forum’s LA home-base every other year. 
Conference’93 "Building Bridges; Making Connections" will be 
held February 11-15, 1993 in Long Beach, California. 
Conference ’94 is scheduled for New York City. 

DCCBLGM’s connection with DC’s two year old Black 
Lesbian and Gay Pride Day, has brought that group national 
attention. Cheatam said, "We’re stretching out. The community 
is extremely receptive." "Even though it’s [Black Pridel not a 
coalition experience, as the co-chair of the coalition, I was the 
coordinator for Black Pride, so people are connecting." 

According to Cheatam this year’s events were attended by 
close to 5,000 people. Additionally DCCBLGM sponsored a 
conference and is anticipating over 2500 people for its 
Masquerade Gala at Washington’s Grand Hyatt, Friday, October 
30. Spike Lee, Geoffrey Holder, and Roberta Flack are among 
the celebrities who will be lending their names to the effort. 
They are hoping to sign Allison Williams as the evening’s 
headliner. "We hope to have the Leadership Forum here in’96," 
she said. 

Challenging the perceptions of the larger African American 
community is a major undertaking of the groups. "A lot of 
people don’t want to be isolated and gay," says Manago. "They 
want to stay in their community and remain a part of the Black 
Family." BMX has met with the nation of Islam, church groups 
and Dr. Frances Cress Welsing, author of The Isis Papers. "We 
believe that you cannot minimize homophobia away from the 
community." Cheatam concurs, referring to DCCBLGM’s 
interaction with Black Church leaders she says, "The fact that 
they know that they are sitting at the table with Black gays, the 
fact that we will bring to their attention,‘your choir is filled with 
gays, your organist is a gay person, you have parishioners who 
are gay, they just can’t disregard that." May of BGLLF says that 
the first few years The Forum attended the National Black Family 
Reunion, the response was hostile. "We were asked, "Why are 
you even here? and told. You don’t represent the Black Family." 
Most recently, he says the response was, "very positive." He 
attributes the change in attitude to the community’s interest in 
The Forum’s programs. 

Self definition is another major issue undertaken by Black 
Lesbian and Gay organizations. BMX founder Manago uses the 
phrases; Black men who love men and Black women who love 
women, instead of the labels; gay and lesbian. It’s important to 
emphasize the process of love and not the label he says. 
DCCBLGM’s Cheatam says, "I’m of the opinion that our agenda 
is not the same as the white community’s. I think that we are 
beginning to look at what is our agenda and what are those 
differences? I think that, that’s healthy." 

Black Lesbian and Gay organizations have an eye on the 
future. Cheatam says, "People are out there hungry for 
information." She sees the publications developing in the Black 
Lesbian and Gay commnunity as moving to meet that need. In 
her vision, DC could have a national Black Pride Day, having 
organizations from all over the country not only be here, but to 
help with the development." She says, "It’s more than a sleeping 
giant, I think that we are already stretching and we’re about to 
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stand up." In summing up the mood of her organization, BLSG’s 
Smith speaks for all of them when she says, "I’m pretty 
optimistic. We can do anything that we want to do.” 

One trend developing among Black lesbian and gay 
organizations seems to be longevity. Our organizations are 
breaking the cycle of here today, gone tomorrow. To survive, 
organizations need a good balance of activist types. Although no 
one fits neatly into any one category, each individual performs a 
role in the organization which most closely matches one of three 
styles. 

VISIONARIES: The innovators who develop the theories. 
They often mistakenly see themselves as the "only true" activists. 
They are able to see the big picture, and understand how 
oppressions are linked. These people are often group founders or 
among the first to get involved. They serve as catalysts to get 
others involved "in the movement." Visionaries are out-front 
people who motivate the organization. They have charisma and 
step easily into leadership positions. They often love meetings or 
any other forum where they can express their ideas. They can 
sometimes be dogmatic, challenging other members of the 
organization to pass litmus tests. When they become 
disillusioned with an organization, they often resign in a very 
public and dramatic way. Most organizations’ first officers 
generally come from among the visionaries. These are the folks 
with their eyes on the future, who lead the charge. History is full 
of Visionaries. 

FUNCTIONARIES: The translators who take the theories 
from the Visionaries and turn them into products that can then be 
handled by the Bureaucrats. They are the bridge. Functionaries 
get involved with an organization because they enjoy using their 
skills to further things they believe in. They are technicians. 
Because these people are dependable, organizations often make 
the mistake of putting them in charge of areas that don’t match 
their skills. For example it’s a mistake to put your photographer 
in charge of ticket sales, unless of course that person has skills in 
that area too. Functionaries hate meetings. They would rather be 
given an assignment that they can complete and then come back 
for another one. They sometimes use their skills and the 
organization’s resources on personal goals at the group’s expense. 
They very rarely complain. When disgruntled with the group 
they will simply disappear and leave you hanging. They see the 
small picture, but understand how it fits into the whole. 
Functionaries are more likely to take responsibility for a specific 
group function or task, rather than seek an office. These folks 
keep the organization’s systems in working order. 

BUREAUCRATS: Develop the organization’s structure and 
ensure the group’s longevity. They are often the most maligned 
group. They are the last to get involved, but when they do, they 
take responsibility for running the organization. They get 
involved, because they have a need to see things they believe 
in,stay around for a while.Bureaucrats see the internal picture. 
They develop structures which transmit the organization’s history 
and values. These folks will like meetings only if they have an 
agenda and reach a conclusion. They can sometimes be rigid and 
too concerned with structure, at the expense of groupflexibility. 
This is the group most likely to be at odds with the Visionaries. 
When they are disgruntled with the group, they will tender a 
formal resignation. Bureaucrats provide a good source of 
officers. These are the folks with their feet planted firmly on the 
ground. They help an organization grow and are good at 


evaluating the group’s progress. They are the key to turning an 
activity into a tradition, and an organization into an institution.

'White Fever'? 

Dear Editor: 

Are you a "snow queen"? Can you only find fulfillment in the 
arms of someone of the Caucasian persuasion? If you answered 
yes to both of these questions then consider yourself part of a 
new trend in the "B&G" community - interracial dating. Behind 
every great black man there 
seems to be a white boy. 
black gay men like James 
Baldwin and Johnny Mathis 
seem to have ‘white fever’, 
but even today men like 
Stephen Corbin and Essex 
Hemphill feel they too must 
have a white boy on their 
arm and in their bed. Almost 
all of the top leaders in the black gay community have white 
boyfriends. Why do these individuals feel it necessary to cross 
the color line when they’ve attained success? Some interracial 
relationships are sincere, but truthfully most are based only on 
lust. "Dinge queens" (white boys who love black men) are for 


the most part only interested in the eternal bedroom panther with 
the big black d-ck. Most white guys don’t know how to deal 
with the discrimination their black boyfriends will be subjected 
to by society. The old saying "If you’re white you’re alright, if 
you’re black get back" still holds true even in the gay community. 
A white man who is gay can call himself a "queer" but because 
even to white gays you are still black. The white partner may get 
tired of his white queer friends making snide remarks about his 
black lover or the stares he may get in public so the relationship 
ends. Snow Queens want a trophy, a white boy to show off on 
their arm while Dinge Queens want a Mandingo buck to satisfy 
their racist fantasies. Assuming a black man is a great lover and 
has a large penis is not a compliment to brothers, it’s an insult. 
Don’t black men have other things too...like maybe brains for 
example? So many black queers in our small community spend 
their time, effort, and energy downplaying and outright denying 
their blackness all to please the white boys. Since the gay 
community is predominantly white it’s inevitable that interracial 
dating will occur. When a black man and a white man get 
together it’s two less racist in the world; but, a problem may be 
that they are getting together for the wrong reasons. If a black 
man can teach a white man to respect him, that he is his equal, 
and to see him as a man and not a black man, then things can 
work out positive. Interracial dating can be good- cultures can be 
shared, views and ideas expressed and attitudes changed. 
However when both partners are in it for sexual reasons only, 
then it won’t work because no relationship is based on 
stereotyped myths (black men are bigger, better, like to be on top, 
etc.) can ever work. As long as black men realize that their 
partner will have it easier because he is white an can deal with 
that, then they should go for it. Brothers must remember that 
white gays do not, can not, and will never be able to understand 
what it’s like to be a black gay male in a racist, homophobic 
society, especially in the black straight world which is the most 
intolerant of all. Black men who date men of all colors just love 
men in general (variety is the spice of life) but the brother who 
only wants and will only date white boys has a problem and feels 
uncomfortable about his blackness. Groups like BWMT (Black 
and White Men Together) are there to meet the needs of men 
involved in interracial gay relationships, but what about black 
men who love black men? They too need support. Think how 
solid and together gay brothers could be if they focused their time 
and energy and concerns on each other instead of drifting into the 
larger communities where they become a small black fish in a 
very whit pond. Interracial dating can be good or it can be bad 
depending on the people involved, their motives, and how they 
treat each other. Gay black men shouldn’t feel pressured into 
dating outside their race just because they feel they are missing 
something. On the other hand, they shouldn’t not date outside the 
race simply because society says interracial dating is wrong. If 
you love a man and he can make you happy and make you feel 
good about yourself as a man then he is the man fbr you. It does 
seem to be a trend these days just like music, fashion, etc... but 
the trend of dating a man of another race is something that will 
always be, so if you feel you are becoming part of this trend then 
make sure you’re doing the right thing’ and don’t just have a case 
of ‘white fever’.

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Trends: Getting The Word Out 

Is Black Gay Publishing 
Flourishing? 
by Press Watson 

Why not an interview with the Editor and Publisher? 
Although he seemed uncomfortable with the idea, he 
answered a few of my questions (he better I’m just a 
volunteer). I found out a little bit more about one of the 
men who have spearheaded the Black Gay publication 
movement in the '90s. Joseph Cornell is practical (he 
seems to not be in it for the money. I don’t think any 
black gay publication makes that). He is opposed to 
‘Outing’, (but a recent survey found 90% of most Black 
Gay and Lesbians are also. He is a democrat, but can 
appreciate some republican dollars Sense (he’s voting 
for Clinton!). He is very concerned about AIDS, 
Homelessness, and all the other social problems that we 
care about but thinks the solution is all of us doing our 
very small part. This is his.... 

Q. Why did you start B&G Magazine? 

A. I got tired of looking through gay publications and 
not finding black folk in the articles or photographs. 

Q. Couldn’t you have worked with existing magazines 
or periodicals to make them change? 

A. That was a consideration but I realized that our 
agenda is substantially different and sometimes more 
complex. 

Q. What do you mean, aren’t White gay and lesbian 
issues the same as Black and gay lesbian issues? 

A. Yes and No. Yes.. there are times when those issues 
are the same and any gay or lesbian person can expect 
us by their side if they need but...no...because we can’t 
be effective team players until we’ve woiked some 
things out If you are Black and Gay, the need to work 
through the fact that you are Black in America, is the 
first very real, very important issue that you must work 
through. Being gay is really probably very easy once 
you’ve developed a solid sense of yourself. At least I 
know that was my progression. Once I had resolved the 
issue of where I fit in this society - what I would do to 
contribute, and how my family supports me and how 
important that family is, both my gay family and my 
straight family, I could easily work through the issue of 


being gay. But even for me to assume that B&G 
Magazine will help any one of us through that 
progression, would be very presumptuous. I will say 
that it is a start. 

Q. Are you for multiculturalism? 

A. I’m not sure what that question is about? 

Q. What does it mean to you? 

A. As Craig Harris would say to me, are you looking for 
my "paradigm" for multiculturalism. That was always 
his multi purpose word for "what ain’t so, yet" But to 
answer that question, of course! We will not begin to 
solve our problems until all of us are equal, participating 
parties in this community. I emphasize begin because 
until we all individually resolve some issues we most 
likely won’t buy into the Lesbian and Gay struggle. 
Most Black gays and lesbian have not bought into the 
Black Gay and Lesbian struggle yet and you can find 
them every weekend night in the Sound Factory, 
Pandora’s Box, the Catch, or even Bachelors Mill. We 
are still not gay. We’re "down". 

Q. What was that? 

A. We’re "down" is one of those catch words for gay 
but it doesn’t imply that you are homosexual yet. It’s 
BlackGaySpeak for I’m thinking about it. Mind you 
many of us think about it for a long time and therefore 
never buy into the mainstream Gay and Lesbian 
struggle. 

Q. Black Gay activist You have always been critical 
about certain BG activist? 

A. Not so.. .I’m funky about anybody who says they 
represent a certain constituency but really doesn’t I 
don’t know everything about BGs or lesbians. I do 
know what they say to me through the magazine. I 
encourage anybody who represents us to get familiar 
with us. And I’m not talking about their circle of 
friends but snap queens, need to butch queens, need to 
know as Jamoo writes in this issue "Snow queens”..need 
to know dykes, lesbians and bull dykes...that’s the Black 
gay community you need to know, and don’t be a snob 
about it. Make very sure you like us "all". Very few 
activist seem to do that first That title "Black Gay or 
Lesbian Activist" carries a hell of a lot of responsibility. 
I don’t see myself as an activist. I’m mad and I want 
choice in 1992/93/94.... Craig Harris and I met shortly 
after we started the magazine. I’ll tell you, many a 
night he and I sat around some real scary places 
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"hangin." I was very proud of Craig Harris. He did the 
homework that even I probably would not do. That 
brother had it goin’ on. Dr. Marjorie Hill..many months 
ago, when confronted by a group of mostly White gays 
and lesbians, had done her homework and the people 
who supported her came, all kinds, and stood by her 
side. A very exciting meeting...but that was her 
constituency. If you ain’t got that, you jus’ a academic, 
resume totin’ bureaucrat who has a job. We have some 
choice in the 90s. Good is good and bad is bad...just 
like there are so many BG publications around..we have 
choice. 

Q. Tell me about the magazine? 

A. We started in February 1990 and at the time we were 
just a free eight page piece with the ink rubbing off in 
everyones’ hands. I didn’t know what to expect We 
lost about $3000 a month for about two years. And I’m 
sure that was because we wanted to keep 
improving....and we did. 

Q. What’s the toughest thing about this business? 

A. Um....there..is..not one thing. As a publisher you 
become a gatherer of information. But because of the 
focus, everything doesn’t get through into the 
publication, the gay and lesbian community is just 
recently becoming more familiar with choices in 
publications....so for many years we tried to satisfy most 
readerss which is...very difficult in the publishing 
business.. .but there was such a void. It’s easier to focus 
now. 

Q. Speaking of publishing. Is the Black and Gay 
publishing movement flourishing? 

A. Again, it shows that we are maturing into our lives. 
We have a need to know about ourselves and others like 
us and we want that in a "larger context" medium. We 
want the big picture and how we fit in. It is not 
exclusionary.. .in my eyes, as some say...but to answer 
your question..sure it is. 

Q. Where do we go from here? 

A. Where ever we want to go get it? 

Q. I got it...

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Yo-Mosexuals, Made In the 
U.S.A.!

Using the gritty urban veil to mask who they really are - 
baseball cap, eightball jackets, Nikes, Adidas - they become a 
hidden part of our communities. House music is their anthem. 
Baseball caps and post guppie wear their uniforms, music videos 
their official guide to the 90’s drag. Yo-mosexuals - Made in the 
U.S.A. 

Almost every decade a new subculture emerges to rebel against 
what is old. Shedding themselves of the old ways, old thoughts 
and old fads that defined "them". Re-creating themselves to 
produce new definitions of self, new definitions of hip, cool and 
"us". Leaving no look unquestioned, no terms unchanged and no 
attitude unredressed. 

Like most pop cultures, ours is defined by what is popular 
today - VH1, MTV, Video Soul and particularly the music they 
play - rap. Their sounds and visual stimuli helping us define this 
new gay and lesbian subculture. 

Rap music, and its successful artist, has left us with perhaps 
the most indelible look at ourselves, the values we share, the 
complex nature of our lives and our peculiar relationship with our 
community. 

In the 90’s, baseball caps, have become Yo-Mo furniture. 
Caps, often color coordinated, no longer necessarily denote a 
particular stated team or cause. They can represent just about 
anything. They get respect in their own right 

Jewelry extends from multiple rings on the fingers to multiple 
rings in both ears. Other accessories include kente cloth, worn as 
hats and scarves, or as vests and pants; it is important not to get 
too far away from our basics. 

The Yo-mosexual is a chameleon. If you encounter him at 
Nob Hill or the Delta Elite one Friday or Saturday night, wearing 
the official outfit, don’t expect to see him dressed, or acting the 
same way on Monday morning, as he promenades down "K" 
street, Pennsylvania Avenue or Wall street for that matter. He 
often leads disparate lives. One moment hangin’ at the Roxy and 
the next dealing with the "case", the "proposal", the "project," the 
"business trip", or the "campaign." And unlike their counterparts 
at B. Smith’s and Nells or Marvin Gardens, going out for 
Yomosexuals is not to be confused with a session on networking. 
No calling cards are to be exchanged at all. Thou shall not ask 
how one is employed! Chillin’ is the order of business. Hangin’ 
is a way to finally become Yo-self. 

The Yomosexual is very adaptable. He can change his 
language, thoughts, expressions and manner to fit the occasion. 
"For most Black gay men to assimilate and walk through their 
neighborhoods, they must adopt some ‘yo-boy’ style, said one 
D.C. Yomosexual who is equally at ease in Brooks Brothers and 
"Protest." "This adaptability becomes a part of our life, ” he 
added, and pretty soon it is the only way we know how to act. 
This often becomes our style of interaction in our offices as well, 
where we depend more on our education and training than the 
skills we acquire in the "yo" culture."

Rashida Girls (Yo-Lesbians) 

Lesbians can find payback in the world of Rap where women 
have carved out equal time and equal record sales. Responding 
to the Icy "crude" Cubes of rappers like the group of the same 
name, "Women, they’re good for nothing, now maybe one 
thing/To serve needs to my ding-a-ling," Cube raps. But new 
rising rap star Yo-Yo retorts with a new feminist consciousness, 
"Yo-Yo’s not a ho, or a whore/and if that’s what you’re here for, 
exit through the door." 

There is no stone unturned in the battle of sexism raging in 
Rap heaven. Artist like Queen Latifah continue to strike her 
feminist blows to stars like the Cube and 2 Live Crew. 

Our quiet acceptance of the cultural phenomena of Rap along 
with our creative abilities, and circumstance has allowed the 
creation of the new ingenu(e). 
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WALTER BEASLEY 

Intimacy is that special closeness in a relationship achieved 
only after knowing someone or something well enough to call it 
your own. Walter Beasley has honed his craft to the point of 
intimacy, and his aptly titled new collection of skilled, soulfully 
jazzy tunes reflects the feeling. As the follow up to his 1989 
collection, Just Kickin’ It, INTIMACY expresses Walter’s diversity 
and growth as an instrumentalist, vocalist, and of course as a 
skillful writer. 


INTIMACY, the result of a three year hiatus from recording, is 
Walter’s most accomplished and focused collection to date. "My 
forte has been with ballads and mid tempo songs - that’s where 
I really seem to move people, " he reflects. "So, with this album 
I decided to concentrate on the soul of Walter Beasley rather than 
trying to do all kinds of things. I took that concept and wrote 
from the point of view of the title track, 'Intimacy.’ 

"Most of my gigs in my freshman year at Beiklee School of 
Music in Boston were with Latin bands," Walter continues, citing 
his influences for the Latin flavored composition, "In The 
Morning (En La Manana)." "The rhythm and the romance of 
Latin music moves me,” he admits, "and that’s something that 
really inspired me since childhood in El Centro, California" The 
opening track of INTIMACY , "Dianne” is an embellishment of a

tune that moved him to expand on one of its musical themes. 

According to Walter, "It was basically a soulful approach to a 

simple melody." "Don’t Say Goodbye" and "Li’ l Touch Of Jazz" 

both feature vocal arrangements by Latal 

Hathaway. For passion and emotion 70’s 

soul style, check out "If You Ever Loved 

Someone And Lost," featuring Walter’s 

lead vocals. "Alone" demonstrates Walter’s 

innovative approach to an abstract, 

downtempo ballad graced with jazz 

overtones. 

El Centro, California spawned Walter’s 
talent as a musician. "Basically, there was 
nothing to do there but practice and read, 

"he laughs about his home town influence. 

"The town was in the middle of a desert, so 
that gave me plenty of time to work on 
music, sharpening my skills. I played in 
Latin, jazz and funk bands." But, Walter’s 
first love was of sports. An avid baseball 
player, Walter later chose music and 
concentrated on his education starting in his 
early teens. "When I decided to learn more 
about music, I already realized that I was 
much more advanced than most of the kids 
in my high school," he recalls. 

Walter’s first instrument was the trumpet, 

"When I would blow, nothing would come 
out, so I switched to the saxophone. After 
hearing Grover Washington Jr., I was 
inspired to work the horn. I heard a voice 
inside that piece of metal, and that really 
moved me. I felt if I could play half as 
good as he could, then I stood a very good 
chance of becoming successful." 

Cannonball Adderly was another influence, 


Water Beasley 
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and according to Walter, he represents the ’’epitome of 
excellence’ in his expression and playing. Listening to Lester 
Young, Johnny Hodges and Cootie Williams also fostered 
Walter’s love of the art. 

Also an accomplished vocalist, writer and keyboardist, Walter 
began composing as a result of trying to win the attention of the 
ladies. ”1 used to use the quotes in the back of my dictionary. 
After making some alterations to the writing, I would have the 
girls thinking I wrote those lines, I didn’t have much going for 
me but my sax back then, so I had to rely on something,” he 
laughs. "That’s when I decided to try my own hand for real in 
writing both instrumental and vocal pieces. The first time I fell 
in love also really inspired me to dig deep” 

Moving to Boston, Massachusetts to study formally at Berklee 
College also proved to be turning point in Walter’s musical 
career. After receiving his degree, Walter, a year later was 
offered a teaching position there. "I was pretty knowledgeable 
and I played very well even at 22, which was a major factor in 
them approaching me with the offer, he recalls. " Shuttling 
between New York City for gigs and Boston to teach (which he 
continues to do today), allowed Walter to work with artists such 
as Melissa Morgan and Stephanie Mills. 

In 1987, Walter released his first self-titled record, Walter 
Beasley . That collection took the jazz world by storm, and the 
single "I'M So Happy" swept the charts. That first album, along 
with the follow up. Just Kickin’It was less jazz, more 
contemporary rhythm and blues in intent, according to Walter. 
Compared to his contemporaries such as Najee, Kenny G and 
Gerald Albright, Walter strived to express his creative talents 
approaching his brand of R & B in his own unique way. His 
second release also featured his vocals, calling on his gospel choir 
background. "I feel that the human voice cia express certain 
nuances that the sax can’t and vice versa," Walter adds. 

Walter’s musical goals are as varied as his musical ability, 
"I’d like to play with Kurt Wallum, one of the only other 
saxophone players who is singing through the horn. I can play 
traditional R & B, but INTIMACY is indicative of a level of 
maturity I never reached before. I strived to bring into this album 
every part of my personality, but still keep it focused, I set short 
term goals for myself," he continues. "My purpose in life is to 
be the best man I can be first, and the best musician second. So, 
the smaller goals I create for myself are to keep the motivation 
and creating intact. I mature as I go along. I have no way of 
knowing what the future holds for me. Whatever I do, I just 
want to be better." 

For Walter Beasley, dedication to his craft shines through with 
this accomplishment, innovative and honest musical expression. 
Intimacy is that journey through love, life and emotion. Share 
the personal experience with INTIMACY and see what a little 
intimacy can do for you.

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Legal Trends: 

Lesbian Battering: The Enemy Within 
by Angela West 

The fact that domestic violence (DV) exists within the lesbian 
community comes as a surprise to many, straight or gay. Since 
I began dealing with this issue in October 1990, 1 have spoken 
with a number of people of both persuasions on the subject and 
have found that the information explodes our perceptions of 
women as the kinder, gentler sex. Lesbians in particular are 
expected to live in harmony, having freed themselves from the 
threat of male dominance and aggression with which heterosexual 
women contend. Unfortunately, lesbians can be and are violent 
within relationships (although over 90% of domestic attacks are 
perpetrated by males). The reasons why we are violent toward 
each other transcend gender and sexual orientation lines. Often 
the violence is an expression of frustration and anger suffered (or 
learned by example) in childhood. On the other hand, domestic 
violence can be exacerbated by stress factors which are unique to 
homosexuals living in a heterosexist society. 

Persons who physically assault their domestic partners and 
families are often acting out their own pain. Most are frustrated, 
insecure individuals who feel powerless in the world and cannot 
or will not express their anxieties in a constructive fashion. 
Instead, they vent their anger physically on a target which they 
feel cannot reject them. This is usually a person who is tied to 
them in a trust relationship and usually physically weaker and 
more passive emotionally. Once the battering begins, they 
attempt to keep the adult victim in the relationship by using a 
complex mix of psychological tactics. These include blaming the 
victim for the violence and inducing shame and gilt. There is 
also the cyclical nature of the violence, which produces a 
"honeymoon phase" after a battering incident. During which the 
batterer seems contrite and loving and will swear never to let it 
happen again. Once lulled into inaction by this behavior, the 
victim is subjected to gradually escalating tension and 
unreasonable demands by the batterer, ultimately resulting in a 
subsequent, often more vicious attack. 

Although legislation has sought in recent years to protect 
victims of domestic violence, these measures have only been 
aimed at heterosexual couples. In California, the penal code 
section providing punishment and mandatory counseling for 
domestic violence offenders specifies that the victim must be a 
spouse, co-biological parent, or cohabitant "of the opposite sex." 
Attempts to change the language of the statute have been resisted 
by the "traditional family values" contingent of the state 
legislature. This, exclusion is typical of the discrimination that 
gays and lesbians face in society at large. Another by product of 
this heterosexism is that no one has yet done definitive studies on 
the occurrence of domestic violence and battered women’s 
syndrome within lesbian relationships, to persuade lawmakers that 
the statistics mandate some sort of remedy. Again, since 
victimization of homosexuals is still generally acceptable in our 
culture, protecting lesbian victims of DV has not become a 
priority. 


This is particularly oppressive to our community in view of the 
fact that gay relationship enjoy no other legal protection designed 
to keep relationships together (i.e., divorce and custody laws, 
community property, etc.). Although lesbian batterers can be 
prosecuted for simple battery, the punishment contains no 
impulses and protect both current and future partners. As a 
result, the violence often confines unchecked. Within the gay 
community, distrust of institutions, closeting, and fear of police 
insensitivity and harassment prevents many victims from 
accurately reporting the nature of the relationship to police and 
prosecutors (who could in turn ask for counseling as a condition 
of probation, the situation more effectively). However, California 
in particular has a penal code section remedying violence in 
"dating relationships" (nonspecific to the sex of the partners) 
which mandates a one-year counseling program. Heterosexism 
intensifies the conspiracy of silence in a homosexual relationship 
as well, making reporting less likely. The "us-aganist-them" 
mentality is one which the batterer tries to inspire in the victim 
in order to escape detection. Faced with possible repercussions 
from homophobic relatives, employers and/or friends, the victim 
is often drawn into this dynamic rather than to be "outed." 
Within minority communities where homophobia can be even 
more prevalent, the victim often feels she truly has nowhere to 
turn. 

The importnat thing to remember is that this sort of violence 
does not generally stop by itself. Intervention is required, and the 
only way to create effective intervention is to ask for help 
through counseling, community support, and law enforcement if 
need be. This absolutely requires telling the truth about friends, 
agencies and even police officers. Police officers in particular are 
subject to reprimand and punishment in most states for 
insensitivity in domestic violence situations, including gay 
relationships. Reporting accurately honors yourself and your right 
to have a relationship which is safe and healthy for both 
participants. It also forces society to move toward extending gay 
relationships the same respect and protection. It all begins with 
the individuals involved. Without discounting the bravery 
required to admit the violence as well as the existence of a 
homosexual relationship, remember that you owe it to yourself as 
well as to our community. We must "come out" of the closet of 
shame in order to gain acceptance. For lesbian victims of 
domestic violence, coming out and accurately reporting the 
violence can reinforce emotional and physical well-being.

Most recent 
New titles are Wild Hearts: Contemporary Lesbian Melodrama, 
a Brilliandy inspired new genre revival; and Sarah Schulman’s 
sultry, spirited novel GIRLS, VISIONS, & EVERYTHING. 
POSITIVELY WOMEN, by the London-based group for women 
who are HIV+ or have AIDS. DREAMS & DEATHBLOWS is 
a courageous, exploratory collection by over thirty women on 
how we cope with our mother’s death. Jane Severanc’s first 
novel, GHOST PAINS, deals with the difficulties of growing up 
with an alcoholic mother. The EXCITEMENT anthology 
includes bisexual, heterosexual and lesbian women writing about 
their experience of sex in the 1990’s. In her first novel THE 
MOVE, black British writer Tina Kendall takes up the theme of 
a quest for new directions in life. 

As they go forward into the 1990’s Sheba’s commitment to 
publishing new and innovative writing by women is as strong as 
ever.

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Trends: Black Gay Organizations Become More 
Involved In The Fight Against AIDS 

The Inner City AIDS Network (ICAN) 

The Inner City AIDS Network (ICAN) is a project funded by 
the District of Columbia’s Agency for HIV/AIDS. They act as a 
catalyst in the Black communitites, providing HIV/AIDS education 
and prevention materials and activities aimed at reducing the 
disproportionate incidence of AIDS among Blacks, especially 
Black gay and bisexual males. ICAN has become instrumental in 
coordinating and networking service providers in and for the Black 
communities, providing education and community outreach as well 
as attracting and training volunteers to be certified peer 
counselors/educators within the Black communities. The scope of 
their work involves community and street outreach to those active 
in high risk behaviors, coalition building with service providers 
and organizational resources, culturally sensitive information 
appropriate to different audiences and a peer counselor training 
program utilizing an Afrocentric approach and special activities; 
such as AIDS Awareness Month. 

A recent trend that we have discovered in the deliverance of our 
HTV/AIDS education and prevention information is the acceptance 
by different populations to our efforts, When our project began in 
January of 1989 - the only population we found receptive to our 
attempts to educate about the devastating effects HTV/AIDS had on 
our community is the gay and bisexual male population. The 
substance abuse, women and adolescence groups that we tried to 
bring the message to were not very accepting to the things W e 
were saying. They felt that AIDS was not their problem and they 
did not have to be concerned with the problems surrounding AIDS. 

"The reluctance that we met within these populations were not 
unlike the barriers that were found in the general Black 
community. Blacks as a community did not embrace A TPS as a 
problem that they had to deal with." Harold Dalton, and Associate 
Professor of Law at Yale Law School and a member of the 
National Commission on AIDS authored an excellent article on the 
reasons why the Black community has not "owned" the AIDS 
pandemic. He sighted blame, homophobia, suspicion and mistrust 
as some of the reasons why the Black community has been 
reluctant to face head on the AIDS crisis. As providers of AIDS 
education and prevention materials, we encountered daily these 
barriers. 

As the pandemic grows more and more different persons are 
affected; we are finding that those populations were found 
unaccepting to us and our messages are beginning to invite us to 
present workshops and seminars. Increasingly the "faces" of our 
audiences includes more women and young people. 

"A great number of the trainees in our peer counselor/educator 
classes are substance abuse counselors. Previous populations that 
were indifferent to our education outreach are now accepting and 
embracing. A trend we hope to see in the very near future is the 
trend toward getting tested for the HIV virus and the maintenance 
of individuals, mentally and physically, after they test positive. 
Looking back over the obstacles we faced in just getting folks to 
listen and accept the messages about the devastating effects that 
HIV/AIDS has on our communities; I am confident that we will 
soon see this trend come to pass.” said, Thomas Gleaton 
Administrator at ICAN.

National Task Force on AIDS Prevention in Collaboration with 

The National Latino/A Lesbian and 
Gay Organization Launch National 
Latino Risk-Reduction Program. 

The National Task Force on AIDS Prevention, the only 
national minority organization dedicated to advocating for 
services for gay men of color, and the National Latino/a Lesbian 
Gay Organization, an organization that has a history of impacting 
gay Latinos through its national network have launch a national 
latino risk-reduction program targeting latino gay and bisexual 
men. The Latino risk-reduction program currently consists of an 
English-language and a Spanish-language risk-reduction 
workshop. The workshop focuses on individual skill-building, 
and supporting each other and as a community to practice safer 
sex all the time. The Latino risk-reduction visuals include four 
(4) invitations for risk-reduction workshops in both Spanish and 
English, as well as a risk-reduction poster series, consisting of six 
posters with safer sex messages. With our campaign theme, 
"Siempre con Condon" (translated: Always with a condom), we 
will impact high risk behavior and reduce the risk of HIV 
transmission for gay and bisexual Latinos. 

The risk-reduction model was initiated with the creation of a 
Latino Programs at the National Task Force on AIDS Prevention 
in 1990. A model (workshop) utilized by the Task Force for risk- 
reduction with gay African-Americans. "Hot, Homy and 
Healthy" was selected to be focus group tested with latino gay 
and bisexual men. From the findings of that research project, the 
Task Force has been able to adapt the curriculum in English, as 
well as create and adapt one for Spanish speaking men. 

"It is amazing that it has taken so long and so many lives of 
our friends, to finally be able to have a model that can be 
disseminated nationally" said Mario Solis-Marich, Co-chair of the 
National Latino/a Lesbian and Gay Organization, LLEGO. "I 
think that it clearly speaks to the neglect of gay Latinos from our 
latino community, the mainstream gay and lesbian community ,m 
as well as neglect from the federal government", added Solis- 
Marich. 

Gay and bisexual men comprise 46% of all Latinos with AIDS 
in the U.S. In the state of California, the risk factor for almost 
80% of all Latinos with AIDS was reportedly homosexual 
contact. In San Francisco, the percentage dramatically increases 
to 90% of Latino reported cases. And, although safe sex is now 
the standard for white gay men in San Francisco, Latinos 
continue to participate in sexual activities that put them at risk for 
HIV infection. In "A Survey of Knowledge, Attitudes and 
Behaviors in San Francisco’s Latino gay and bisexual 
community" (Department of Public Health, May 15, 1991), 50% 
of the respondents reported definite "at risk" sexual behavior, and 
an additional 21% reported "Possible at risk" sexual behavior. 
Hence, the necessity for culturally and linguistically appropriate 
HIV education efforts in our community. 

We are presently looking for funding to implement the 
program, and are working with Community United in Response 
to AIDS/SEDA to implement the program in San Francisco. Juan 
Rodriguez, Coordinator of Latino Programs at the Task Force said 
that "we would need about $300,000.00 per year to be able to do 


an adequate program at approximately 6 (six) sites throughout the 
country". 

Despite its pioneer efforts in the field of HIV prevention, the 
National Task Force on AIDS Prevention suffered deeper cuts 
than any other national minority organization in the country, 
when the Centers for Disease Control cut the Task Force’s budget 
by 43% last year. Reggie Williams, Executive Director at the 
Task Force emphasized that, "we cannot allow low-funding levels 
to deter us from our mission". 

Summary of Results: Latino Gay/Bisexual Male Survey 

Channels and Sources of HIV Information 

- Levels of knowledge regarding HIV transmission prevention are 
uniformly high. 

- The utilization of informal networks, specifically friends, was 
the most commonly cited source of information about HIV. 

- 54% of the sample reported that they preferred receiving HIV 
information in Spanish. 

- 32% of the participants reported not receiving adequate 
information to keep informed about HIV. 

- English and Spanish billboards or signs on a bus or the street, 
Spanish pamphlets, and Spanish and English television were 
reported to be channels of HIV information. 

- Hotlines, church organizations, family members and sex 
workshops were the least frequently used sources of HIV 
information. 

Misinformation 

- 68% of the sample do not know that HIV is not transmitted by 
donating blood and 54% do not know that HTV is not 
transmitted from needles when you get blood taken for lab tests. 

- 38% do not know that HIV is not transmitted through 
mosquitoes or other insects. 

- 31% do not know that HIV is transmitted through oral sex. 

Sexual Attitudes and Behaviors 

- 52% reported definite "at-risk" sexual behavior and 3% definite 
"at-risk" drug behavior. 

- 21% reported possible "at-risk" sexual behavior, and 4% 
reported possible "at-risk" drug behavior. 

- 27 % reported no "at-risk" behavior. 

- 73% were exclusively homosexual in their behavior and 23% 
were bisexual. 4% were not sexually active. 

- Condoms and cleaning or not sharing needles were recognized 
by the vast majority of the respondents as HIV prevention tools. 
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■ Condoms and cleaning or not sharing needles were recognized 
by the vast majority of the respondents as HIV prevention tools. 

- Although condoms are recognized as the primary prevention 
tool, 47% of the sample reported that they had unprotected anal 
intercourse with a male partner, at least once, during the 
preceding 12 months. 

- 46% said that condoms are not necessary when they have just 
one partner. 

- Among the 35 respondents who had engaged in anal intercourse 
without a condom being used, 51% of the respondents indicated 
being "really sexually turned on" as a reason for not using 
condoms, while 43% cited "condoms not being available, "40% 
reported "being in love, ”40% because "my partner looked 
healthy, " 34% because my partner was really good looking, 
31% because "I had been drinking or using other drugs, " ”29% 
because "my partner did not want me to, " and 26% because 
"we had the same antibody status." 

HIV Antibody Testing 

- Of all respondents, 91% reported knowing about the HIV 
antibody test and 79% of those aware of it stated that they had 
taken the test. Therefore, 72% of all respondents had been 
tested. 

- Of those who reported taking the test 31% did so within the 
previous three months, 21% took the test 4-6 months prior to 
the survey, 22% took the test 7 months to 1 year ago and 26% 
took it more than a year ago. 

- 17% of those taking the test (12% of all respondents) did so for 
amnesty purposes. 

- Of those respondents taking the antibody test, 32% reported a 
seropositive result. This represents 23% of all respondents in 
the survey. 

- 62% of the respondents said they were "somewhat to very 
likely" to take the test in the next 12 months. 

- 45% of participants reported not knowing what "Alternative 
Test Site” means. 

Access to Health Care 

- 72% of all participants do not have any form of health 
insurance. 20% of all participants reported not seeing a doctor 
within the past twelve months because they could not afford it. 

- 40% of all participants did not know what "Early Intervention" 
means. 

Alcohol and Drug Use 

- 60% of the sample have been under the influence of alcohol, 
marijuana, cocaine or some other drug sexual activity. Of these, 
30% believe that they are less likely to use a condom on those 


occasions. 

- 51% of the sample reported having used marijuana or hashish, 
42% reported having used cocaine, 17% used speed or some 
other amphetamine, 17% reported having used speed or some 
other amphetamine, 15% reported having used crack, 15% used 
downers, 14% used an hallucinogen, and 7% used heroin. 

- 3% of the respondents were definitely at-risk because of their 
drug usage and 4% were possibly at-risk. 

- 10% (ten people) admitted to injecting some drug in the past 
year, with five injecting heroin or some other opiate, three 
injecting speed, two cocaine, two injecting vitamins, one 
injecting downers, and one injecting methadone. 

- Seven of the ten respondents who had used a needle for 
injecting a drug did not know how to clean and disinfect a 
needle in order to kill the AIDS virus. 

- 30% of the injection drug users admitted to use less than three 
months prior to the survey (60% refused to answer the question) 
and three had used bleach to clean a needle. 

- Three respondents had shared a needle in the previous year. 

Demographics 

- 56% of the sample were between 18-30 years old, 32% were 
30-39, and 12% were 40 and over. 

- 24% of the sample had less than a high school education, 28% 
were high school graduates, 29% had some college, business or 
vocational training, and 18% were college graduates. 

- 61% of the sample earned less than $10,000 per year, with 28% 
earning between $10,000 and $20,000 during 1989. 

- 62% of the respondents were currently employed. 

- 27% had lived in the U.S. for less than three years, including 
10% A Xxr less that one year. 20% had lived in the U.S. for 4-9 
years, 32% for ten years or more, and 20% were bom and 
raised in the U.S. 35% were bom in Mexico and 17% in 
Central America 

- Participants self-identified as Gay (65%), Bisexual (23%), 
Queena (10%), Transsexual (1%) and Straight (1%).
